"As the season approaches when
pork-packin- g will again be in order,
the disposition to sell out old stock in-
creases, and although there has been
an increased consumptive demand for
Mess Pork, and a fair demand for
other meats, it has been met freely,
aud in some instances concessions have
been made to secure buyers. An in
crease in the foreign exports from the
seaboard cities tends to produce a more
confident feeling, but this is more
marked as regards Lard than in meats,
and the former article has sustained a
material advance, which it seems prob-
able will be maintained, as it is based
upon a legitimate export and domestic
demand, while stocks are not excessive
for this time of the year. It must not
be forgotten, however, that it would
be easy to increase tho current make
of Lard by rendering the whole hog
except shoalders and hams, if the
price should advance so as to justify it.

The prevalence of a virulent type of
the yellow fever in some parts of the
South has doubtless contributed to de-
press the market for Bacon and Bulk
Meats J here, not so much because of
the interference with trade which has
already occurred, although that is con
siderable, as from anticipation of still
greater interruptions in the future.
The loss of a few weeks consumption
now could never bo recovered, and
coming at the close of the season there
would le a greater depreciation in the
value of stock than would be likely to
occur at another time.

Oats are unchanged,
Peas are nominal. There is no stock
or importance and the demands are
limited. Dry Goods There has been
quite a number of merchants from the
interior in the ciy this week and trade
has been lively in all departments.
There has been a good distributive de
mand and the merchants have been re
ceiving large stocks to supply the
trade. There is considerable more ac
tivity in dress goods, both foreign and
domestic, and as almost all foreign
woolen or woosted fabrics are duplica-
ted by the mills in this country, the
competition keeps prices at a reasona-
ble point. In woolen goods there is
an increased demand for blankets, flan"
nels and shawls in short the trade is
active in all departments. Money
To say money is tight, is ouly using a
phrase which does not describe the
stringency which has been felt in com
mercial circles this week. The finan
cial panic has caused such a feeling of
caution, that the banks are only dis
counting the most acceptable paper,
and in most instances have refused
their "usual accommodations in their
lino to merchants and customers gen-

erally. The Baltimore Gazette says :

"The stringency in money during the
past week has not been equalled since
the great panics of 1840 and 1857.
This has been caused by tho terrible
feeling of uncertainty as to how far the
trouble in New York would extend,
and as report after report of failures
came in, capitalists ana oanK oincers
stood aghast. The direction that the
storm seemed to t.vke pointed clearly
to the fact, that the time long expected
when the people would lose confidence
had coaie, aud the too extended credit
given to railroads be at an end. All
the failures so far have been those of
houses closely identified with theso in-

terests, or of "bull" brokers. No large
house engaged in regular commerce
has yet gone down, nor does there
seem to be any fear that there will be
any f lilures of this kind. The country
never was in a bettf r condition to meet
such a crisis. Ti e West and South
are rich, and have be n so for months.
Our jobbing houses are receiving daily
large amounts of money from custom-
ers in these sections, and it i supposed
that more money has come in during
the last week than during tho previous
sixty days."

The changes of prices of the leading
articles of produce and merchandise,
and the special features of the market
for the week ending are reviewed as
follows :

COTTON Is the o ily staple that
has exhibited any degree of animation
during tho week. In spite of the fact
that we have had a very material de-

cline in prices and other markets have
ruled extremely dull, buyers here have
shown a disposition to purchase all the
week, and sellers, anticipating a still
further d.-elin- have met these advan-
ces, and we have had liberal transac-
tions. The reduction of quotations
this week was 1 to 1 cents on strict
g iod ordinary, low middling and mid-

dling. Other grades have not met
with much sale, owing to the limited
demand and t the fact that tho bulk
of the offerings were principally of the
new crop and finer qualities.

The Statistician of the Department
of Agriculture, after a careful revision
of the monthly returns, gives the fol-

lowing as the present status of the
cotton crop :

" The indicated increase of area is a
little over 10 per cent. Tho condition
of the crop is higher than in Septem-
ber of last year in Arkansas, the same
in Tennessee and lower in each of the
other cotton States. Worms have been
more abundant, yet their ravages have
been disastrous or sweeping in few
cases. The season has been remarka-
ble for its rainfall, tending to further
depreciation of the crop ; otherwise
the conditions have been quite favora-
ble. Fertilizers have stimulated
growth, and labor has been steadier
and more reliable. The averages are
as follows : Virginia, 9S ; North Caro-
lina, '.5 ; South Carolina, 86 ; Geor-
gia, 1)0 ; Florida, 85 ; Alabama, 85 ;

Mississippi, 82 ; Louisiana, 80 ; Tex-
as, 02 ; Arkansas, 93 ; Tennessee, 92 ;

Missouri, 0(5. In September, 1872,
Virginia, 07 ; North Carolina, 101 ;

South Carolina, 05 ; Georgia, 9(j ;

Florida, 02 ; Alabama, 88 ; Missis-
sippi, 00 ; Louisiana, 8(j ; Texas, 01 ;

Arkansas, 78 ; Tennessee, 92. The
cotton fields in North Carolina gene-
rally make a fine show of vigorous and
fruitful plants, the exceptions resulting
more from the falling of forms and
bolls, in consequence of too abundant
rainfalls, than from the- - presence of
worms. Ju South Carolina similar
dun age from excessive moisture oc-

curs, and the caterpillars threaten a
partial or total destruction of the crop
in several counties."

The receipts of the new crop are
gradually increasing and for tho week
foot up "SI bales, against 201 bales for
last week, The exports this week
were only :)7 bales and the stock in
market is 158 bales.

TiATJKrNBTjuo, Sept. 22d, 1873.
Dear Journal : Our quiet little

town was thrown into a little excite-
ment Saturday noon by the alarm of
fire ! One would have thought we
were in a city like Wilmington to have
heard the bells peeling forth the alarm.
You will no doubt wonder what bells
were rung, knowing we have no town
or Church bells in our 'city." Well,
for the gratification of the curious, I
will say the engine bells, not the steam
fire engine ones, but the bells from the
railroad engines.

I had almost forgotten to tell you
where the fire was and what it de-
stroyed. Now to the "pint." You
are possibly aware (?) the railroad
company's shops are located at this
pla"e, and thus have, in connection
with the same, a kiln for drying lum-
ber, preparatory to using it in build-
ing cars, Ac, which is located a dis-
tance of two or three hundred yards
from the shops (fortnuately, too.)
Well, this kiln was destroyed by fire,
together with about 2,5(M) feet of lum-
ber, which was in it at the time for
the purpose above alluded to. It
seems that tin lire originated while all
of the hands were at dinner, and had
gained too much headway before it
was discovered to be extinguished.
The building was almost worthless,
and the only loss, you might say, was
the lumber. The cause of the "dis-
aster" is thought to have originated
from a defect in the line or the falling
in of the same.

The children
were bright and pretty little fellows,
who had been the pets of many of the
passengers. The mother was suffer-
ing from sickness, and became tempo-
rarily insane, in which condition she
committed the strange, unmotherly
act. She was apparently an intelligent
and refined person, in somewhat desti-
tute circumstances. She lived in Liv-
erpool, but her husband was in this
country, and with the children she was
on the way to find him. When the
City of Brooklyn reached. New lork,
the woman was just teexwering, and
was beginning to inquire for her
children. It is singular that quite fre-
quently insanity breaks out at sea. A
gentleman from New York, who re-

cently left in the steamer Koln, wrote
home that a man and a woman each
became insane on the passage, and the
man jumped overboard acd was
drowned.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. The
oxcitement over the financial panic at
the Nort h has had the effect to distract
the attention of the public from the
transaction of business and trade gen-
erally has been very quiet all the week,
with a large decline of values on all
the leading staples and prod nets of our
trade. The present decline of most
articles of trade is said to le only
temporary, as the pmie is iriueipally
among the financial men and houses
and only a limited few of commercial
houses have been effected thereby. In
order that our readers may know how
the panic is regarded in commercial
circles North Ave extract the following
opinions of the commercial press there.
riie Baltimore (ritzrffc says:

'Indeed, the general business inter
ests of the country were never in a
nore solid and substantial condition

than at this moment, and with abun
dant crops anl a large demand for our
surplus products from abroad, all the
indications relative to trade movements
point to the coming season as one of
unexampled commercial prosperity.
Biit for our vicious financial system,
and the opportunity which it affords
for stock gambling and other kindred
evils, such a panic as we are now "en
joying coma scarcely occur; nni 11 it
shall aid in clearing the linauciai at
mosphere, as it is generally believed it
will, it will not have been in vain."

The New York journals appear to be
unanimously of the opinion that the
commercial interests have not, and are
not likely to suffer from the collapse,
and to show the favorable position of
our import and export trade, we ex-

tract the following from that standard
authority, the New York Snipping
Last:

Financial and commercial affairs are
on a much more satisfactory basis than
they were a year ago. The inipor; - at
this port continue below and the ex-

ports above those of last year. For
the month of August the gold value of
the imports was i'2, 71(5, 17iS, a decrease
of SlOiTOJOT compared with the same
month last year; for the first eight
mouths of the year the amount reach-
ed .S2S4,:i7,2.S(l, a decrease of 2.S,;)f.(;,-(7- C

compared with the same period
last year. The export trade is even
more encouraging, reaching in August,
exclusive of specie, 321,512,058, and
for the first eight mouths of the year
$189,4'2,899, showing an increase for
the month f S,,870,7GiJ, and for the
eight months of l.OO'.lJlli, compar-
ed with last year. The export of specie
for the eight months amounts to

or less by $jt,8.,25i than
the corresponding period hist year.
This certainly is a gratifying exhibit,
and tho same relative proportions
seem likely to be carried out to the
end of the ye ir. What is true of this
port is also true of all the other prin-
cipal ports. Tlnderthesecircunistanees
gold is not likely to rule- - higher, ex-

cept temporarily.
The attendance at the Produce Kx-chan-

was large all the week, but the
merchants weie aluaceu Inure more
to hear and discuss the panic than for
the purpose of trading. There has
not been much movement in any of the
articles, and the trade that was done
was confined to the small orders for
"spot" prodnee, futures being in no
demand ami buyers were not disposed
to touch them even at any figures.
Rosin Has owing to the above influ-

ences been very dull all the week and
there was scarcely enough trading to
form an opinion as to the feeling of
buyers to make any remarks upon in
regard to the future outlook. Of this
we may say that the arrival of a num-

ber of vessels lias induced a firmer
feeling in the market, and sellers are
more inclined to hold their stock, at
the close of the week, i ather i han sac-

rifice them at the extreme low figures
which are now being paid. Spirits
Turpentine Has also fully partaken of
the effects of the panic, and there
has been also arapiddeclineof values
and avery light business doing.
